One million ladybugs—three 
gunny sacks-full of them— 
changed residences today, be- 
ing moved in the automobile of 
d.. Fred Anderson, horticultural 
inspector, who, accompanied 
by Harold Anderson and Harold 
Mattox, went to Ice House can- 
yon early this morning for a 
load of the dainty little bugs. 
The ladybug is a natural enemy 
of the destructive aphis and 
when released in numbers they 
soon clean up a citrus grove. 

The bugs breed in beds of 
leafy mold and the _ horticul- 
turist locates these beds and 
when the time for swarming 
comes he is on hand to fill his 
sacks, gathering them up in 
the leaves. The bed in Ice 
House canyon is the most pro- 
lific he has found and he has 
secured bugs there for three 
years and released them in 
various groves in this section, 
where they migrate to other 
groves of their own accord.
